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Preface 


Chairman Andrew Salas’s requested me to conduct a genealogical study of the lineage of 
Julia L. Bogany as a response to the claims she has made that she is Gabrielefio Indian. 
There are several websites that prove Bogany has claimed to be a Gabrielefio Indian, or 
as she puts it, a Tongva Elder.' For example, the article, “LA’s Tongva descendants: ‘We 
originated here,” written in 2018.7 But, the focus of this study was not to demonstrate the 
number of times Bogany has committed fraud, which has been verified as plenty. The 
focus of this study was to get at the truth, whatever that truth may be. In this case, the 
results of this study confirm Chairman Salas’s claim: Julia Louise (nee: Gaitan) Bogany 
is, indeed, a fraud. 


Notes regarding the Evidence 
In most cases, every single original source (microfilmed versions) was consulted. But, to 


save time, when the evidence is plentiful, it was sufficient to use other reliable resources. 
Some sources that qualify are 1) the compilations of Marie E. Northrop, who worked on 
the Spanish-Mexican Families of California: 1769-1850 volumes, 2) the transcribed 
records of the California Mission Sacramental Books (as done by Temple Workman, 
Northrop & Buglio), and to some extent, 3) the records (as transcribed) into the Early 
California Population Database (2006). 


Secondly, for the sake of brevity, much of the cited evidence is not attached to this report 
but is merely referenced where necessary. Complete transcriptions and translations of any 
California Church records, and U.S. federal census records, are available upon request. 


' The term Tongva is a misnomer for the indigenous people drawn into Mission San 
Gabriel, which was popularized in recent times. Although this author recognizes the Gabrielefio 
Indians as Kizh, and not Tongva, that term is only used here to demonstrate the term by which 
Bogany claimed she was an authentic Gabrielefio Indian.

Julia Louise Gaitan (b. 1948), aka Miranda, aka Bogany 


According to her birth certificate, Julia Louise Gaitan was born on July 16, 1948, the 
daughter of Jesus Rodriguez Gaitan and Josephine Belarde, both Mexican.’ Although 
no marriage records were found for Julia’s union with Louis Jose Miranda or Andrew 
Bogany, other evidence corroborates the conclusion that Julia Louise Gaitan was also 
known as Julia L. Miranda and Julia Bogany. 


In 1978, Julia L. Bogany, also shown as Julia L. Miranda, born on July 16, 1948, was 
listed with Andrew L. Bogany, living in San Bernardino, California, along with Hughline 
T. Bogany.*

The California Birth Index held an entry for Sophia Mary Miranda, born in Los Angeles 
County, and whose mother’s surname was Gaitan. Her county-issued birth certificate 
confirms her mother’s name as Julia Louise Gaitan.” The California Birth Index entries 
for Jose L. Miranda, Yolanda Miranda [Mazzella is a married name], and Magdalen 
Miranda were also found, also born in Los Angeles County, with a mother with the 
surname of Gaitan. Subsequently, a search for one Julia Louise Gaitan, born on July 
16, 1948, was conducted; a matching California Birth Index entry indicated her mother’s 
maiden name was Belarde and that she was born in Los Angeles.’ Therefore, the 
evidence and association of family members indicates that Julia Louise Gaitan was born 
on July 16, 1948, in Los Angeles County, her parents bore the surname of Gaitan and 
Belarde, and she later became known as Julia L. Bogany.

Jesus Rodriguez Gaitan (b. abt 1922) & Josephine (aka Lola) Ida Belarde (b. 1931) 


According to the marriage record for Jesus Rodriguez Gaitan and Josephine Belarde, 
Jesus was born around 1922 in West Los Angeles, California.!° His parents were 
identified as Leandro Gaitan and Guadalupe Rodriguez, both born in Mexico. The 1930 
U.S. Federal Census, for Los Angeles, lists Jesus with his mother—Guadalupe Guitan 
[Gaitan]—which indicated both of his parents were born in Mexico.!! Since the evidence 
confirms Jesus Gaitan’s lineage originated in Mexico, his lineage is now eliminated as 
having any California Native American ancestry. 


The California Birth Index listed Josephine Belarde, born September 1, 1931, in Los 
Angeles County, to a mother with the surname of Lassos and a father with the surname of 
Belarde.'* Her 1947 marriage record confirms that Josephine Lola Belarde was the 
daughter of Julia Lassos and Joe Belarde.'* 


In 1948, Josephine Belarde and Jesus Gaitan had the first of their children with the birth 
of Julia Louise Gaitan. (See Generation 1) Two other possible children for found for this 
couple—Jessie Gaitan, born 1952, and Mario Gaitan, born 1953.14 


In 1977, Josephine L. Gaitan then married Frank Armenta Hernandez, in Clark County, 
Nevada.'!> Then on May 14, 1986, Josephine Ida (nee: Belarde) Hernandez died on May 
14, 1986, in Los Angeles County.'®

Joe Belarde (1905-1942) & Julia Lassos (abt 1906-1951) 


Joe Belarde was born around 1905, the son of Jesus Belarde and Aurelia Encinas. 
Although no specific birth record was located for this individual, other evidence 
corroborates this conclusion. 


According to the California Death Index, Joe Belarde was born on November 22, 1905, 
in California, and his mother’s maiden name was Encinas.'’ The 1910 U.S. Federal 
Census, for Los Angeles, California, lists Joe Belarde at 4 years old, living with his 
parents—Jesus Belarde and Aurelia. The entire family was identified as White.'® 


Julia Lassos was born around 1909 and her parents were Richard (aka Ricardo) Lassos 
and Pastora Rosa Valenzuela. Although no birth record was located for this individual, 
other evidence corroborates this conclusion. 


According to the California Death Index, Julia Belarde [Julia Lassos] was born January 
9, 1909, her mother’s maiden name was Valenzuela and her father’s surname was 
Belarde.'° The 1920 U.S. Federal Census for Santa Monica Township enumerated Julia, 
at age 13 (born 1906/8) as the daughter of Richard Lassos and Rosie and identified the 
entire family as White.”° 


Although no marriage record was located for this couple, Joe Belarde and Julia Lassos 
began having children, in 1926, with the birth of their first daughter, Carmelita Belarde, 
on September 4, 1926, in Los Angeles County.”! Her birth certificate identified her

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parents as Spanish and gave her mother’s surname as Lassos. Their second child—Alice 
Belarde—was born on December 1, 1929.” Her birth certificate identified her parents as 
Mexican and gave her mother’s surname as Lassos. Their third child—Josephine Lola 


Belarde—was born in 1931.73 Josephine’s marriage record identified her parents as 
White.” 


The 1930 U.S. Federal Census, for Santa Monica Township, lists the family of Joe 
Belarde and Julia, with two children—Alice, age 4 months, and Rose [aka Carmelita], 
age 3 years. The entire family was identified as Mexican.”> The 1940 U.S. Federal 
Census, for Los Angeles, enumerated Julia Belarde with two of her children—Rose [aka 
Carmelita] (age 13) and Josephine (age 8).”° The entire family was identified as White. 


Joe Belarde died on December 25, 1942, in Los Angeles County.” Julia Belarde died on 
June 21, 1951, also in Los Angeles County.”®

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Generation 4.1 (Continued from Generation 3) 


Jesus Belardes (b. abt 1869) & Aurelia (nee: Encinas) Garcia (b. abt 1875) 
According to the 1880 U.S. Federal Census, for Colton Township, Jesus Belarde was 


born about 1869 and his parents were Antonio Belarde, born in New Mexico, and 
Filomena, born in Mexico.” Since the evidence confirms Jesus Belarde’s lineage 
originated in Mexico, his lineage eliminated as having any California Native American 
ancestry. 


According to the 1903 marriage record for Jesus Bellarde and Aurelia Encinas, Aurelia 
was 28 years old which translates to a birth year of 1874 or 1875.°° This marriage record 
did not name her parents, but it confirmed that both bride and groom were living in 
Colton, San Bernardino County, California, at the time of their marriage. 


The first child born of this union was likely Joe Belarde, who was born in 1905.*! The 
next child born was Luis Velarde, in 1908.*? His birth certificate named his parents as 
Jesus Velarde [Belarde] and Aurelia Encinas. Both parents were identified as Spanish 
and as living on 938 Chavez Street, in Colton, San Bernardino County, California. 
Apparently, Luis did not survive as the 1910 census shows the family of Jesus Belarde, 
including his wife, Aurelia (at age 34), and just one son, Joe (at age 4).°9 


That 1910 census also stated that they were in their present marriage for 15 years, which 
would indicate a marriage in 1895. While they may have been in a live-in relationship, 
the official marriage did not occur until 1903.] This census also identified this family as 
White. 


No other records were found for Aurelia Encinas. However, an Ancestry.com family tree, 
posted by member missdavilal, made the connection between Aurelia Eencinas 
[Encinas], born July 4, 1875, in California, to Lucas Encinas, born in Mexico, and 
Juliana Moya, born in 1851, in California.**

Richard [Ricardo] Lassos (1887-1931) & Pastora Rosa [Rose] Valenzuela (1887- 
1983) 


Richard Lassos was born around 1887 and his parents were Pedro (aka Peter) Lassos and 
Estefana Ramona [aka Nora] Carrasco. Although no birth record was found, other 
evidence corroborates this conclusion. 


According to the WWI draft registration card for Richard Lassos, he was born on March 
16, 1887.°° He declared that he was Caucasian when he signed his draft card. In the 1900 
federal census for Los Angeles, Ricardo Lassos was enumerated, at age 12 with 
parents—Peter Lazos [Lassos] and Joaquina.’ The whole family was identified as 
White. 


Pastora Valenzuela was born on March 29, 1887, in Los Angeles County.*” She was 
baptized at Mission San Gabriel on June 7, 1887. Her baptism record identified her 
parents as Francisco Valenzuela and Gertrudis Quinteros and did not indicate that either 
were Indios [Indians]. In the 1900 federal census for San Gabriel, Pastora Valenzia 
[Valenzuela] was enumerated, at age 13, with her parents—Francisco Valenzia 
[Valenzuela] and Gertrude.*® The entire family was identified as White. 

In 1906, Richard Lassos and [Pastora] Rosie Valenzuela were married in San Gabriel.’ 
In 1917, Richard Lassos signed up with the WWI Draft and indicated that he was

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married and his ethnicity was Caucasian. In the 1920 federal census for Santa Monica, 
Richard Lassos was enumerated with his wife, Rosie, and six children, including Julia 
[See Generation 3].*! The entire family was identified as White. 


Richard Lassos died on May 7, 1931, in Los Angeles County.*” His wife, Rose Lassos, 
was the informant for the death record which stated her husband was Mexican and his 
parents were Pete Lassos and Joquinta Valenzuela [sic], both born in California. 


In the 1940 federal census for Los Angeles, Rose Lassos was enumerated with her 
brother-in-law, Pete Lassos, and four children, and the whole family was identified as 
White. Rose V. Lassos died on January 17, 1983.“

Generation 5.1 


Lucas Encinas (abt 1845-2???) & Maria Juliana de Jesus Nazarena Moya (1851- 
As for the birth place of Lucas Encinas, neither the Davila Family Tree, or a secondary 
tree (Quiroz Family Tree) had a referenced document from which that conclusion was 
taken. An additional search was conducted for Lucas Encinas in California—he was not 
found on any census record in California or elsewhere. The surname Encinas does not 
even appear in any of the Spanish-Mexican settlers tracked by Marie E. Northrop. 
However, he was located just once in the California Mission record—as a witness to a 
wedding at the La Plaza Church in 1877 which places him in Los Angeles at that time. 


That wedding record named persons who were likely known to Lucas Encinas—Gregorio 
Atencio (an 1850 lodger with the family of Jose Ignacio Moya (father-in-law to Lucas)

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and Gregorio’s wife, Juana Gertrudis Moya (daughter of Jose Ignacio Moya).*° 
Considering those families came from New Mexico and relocated to Agua Mansa (which 
later became Colton), the outpost to Mission San Gabriel, it is likely Lucas Encinas was 
also from New Mexico or Mexico, as stated in the Davila Family Tree.** Therefore, 
without further evidence to contradict the conclusion of Aurelia Encinas’s origins, this 
lineage is now eliminated as possessing any California Indian ancestry. 


Maria Juliana de Jesus Nazarena Moya was born in January 1851, in California, and 
baptized at La Plaza Church, in Los Angeles, on February 1, 1851.4’ Her baptism record 
identified her parents as Ygnacio Moya and Rufina Martinez. Lastly, there was no 
indication that either parents were Indios [Indians]. 


The 1850 and 1860 U.S. Federal Census both indicate that Jose Ignacio Moya and Maria 
Rufina Martinez were born in New Mexico and did not migrate to California until 1847 
or 1848.48 Therefore, due to the evidence, this lineage is now eliminated as possessing 
any California Native American heritage.

Peter [Pedro] Lassos [Lazos] (b. abt 1846) & Estefana Ramona [Nora] Carrasco (b. 


abt 1859) or Joaquina Carrasco/Valenzuela (b. abt 1860) 
Pedro Pablo Lasos was born April 11, 1847, and baptized at La Plaza Church, in Los 


Angeles.” His baptism record identified his parents as Casimiro Lassos and [Maria] 
Candelaria Poyorena. That baptism record did not identify either parent as Indios 
[Indians]. The 1850 federal census enumerated him, at age 4, as living with his parents— 
Casimiro Laso and Maria—in Los Angeles.*° The family was not identified as Indian. 


Estefana Ramona Carrasco was baptized (as an infant) at La Plaza Church, on August 3, 
1859.5! Her parents were named as Rafael Carrasco and Concepcion Flores. According 
to the 1860 federal census, covering Los Angeles, these persons—Rafael Carrasco and 
Concepcion F.—were both born in Mexico.” 


On October 21, 1875, Pedro Lasos and Ramona Carrasco were married at La Plaza 
Church.>? His parents were named as Casimiro Lasos and Maria Pollorena. Her parents 
were named as Rafael Carrasco and Concepcion Flores. 


On June 1880, Pedro Lasos and his wife, Ramona, was enumerated in the 1880 federal 
census, for Los Angeles, with two children—Maria (age 3) and Chona [Concepcion] 
(age 1).>4 That census identified the entire family as White. 


At this point, it is unclear that the woman known as Ramona Carrasco was the mother to 
the children listed in the 1900 census under Peter Lazos:

In comparing the 1880 and 1900 census, it is obvious that the first two daughters of this 
union were not in the 1900 census. Their fate is yet unknown. It is quite possible Peter 
Lassos had remarried, or found another partner, during this period who became mother to 
the children in this household. According to a variety of sources, this Joaquina might 
have been Joaquina Carrasco, Pryor, or Valenzuela. But, according to the 1920 federal 
census, the mother of Richard Lassos was stated as Nora Carrasco, born around 1859.55 
The age and surname are certainly an exact match for the woman his father married in 
1875-Ramona Carrasco. If indeed, this was his biological mother, her parents were born 
in Mexico which eliminates her as a possible California Native American ancestor. 


According to Richard Lassos’s death record, his mother was Joaquinta Valenzuela; no 
such person was located in either Ancestry.com or FamilySearch.org.*° According to the 
California Death Index entry for Peter Lasos (Jr.) indicated his mother’s surname was 
Prior.” According to a couple of ancestral family trees, posted on Ancestry.com, 
Joaquina Pryor was the child of Pablo Pryor and Rosa Avila, although no evidence was 
posted to make this connection. However, additional investigation indicated that Pablo 
Prior’s lineage was traced to Kentucky and Mexico. As well, the lineage of Rosa Avila is 
traced to Mexico and Spain. 


Regardless of the lack of exact evidence to identify the biological mother to Richard 
Lassos, every census located for this family, or any of his ancestors, identified them as 
White. Therefore, Richard’s mother, whomever she may have been, is also eliminated as 
a possible Native American ancestor.

Francisco Antonio Valenzuela (1851-1927) & Maria Manuela Gertrudes Quintero 
(1857-1922) 

Francisco Antonio Valenzuela was born in 1851, the child of Jose Valenzuela and 
Soledad Duarte. Maria Manuela Gertrudes (Quintero) was born in 1857, the 
illegitimate child of Julian [Quintero] and Rita B[ermudez] ee They married in 1874, at 
Mission San Gabriel.® That marriage record confirmed the identity of the parents of both 
individuals. None of these records identified any of these family as Indios or any other 
such indication. 


The 1900 federal census identified this same couple—Francisco Valenzia [sic] and 
Gertrude—with 7 children, including Pastora (See Generation 4.2), living in San 
Gabriel.°! The entire family was identified as White. They were also enumerated in the 
1920 federal census and again identified as White. 


According one of their grandchildren, Getrudes died in 1922 and Francisco died in 
1927.8

Casimiro Lassos (1810-1856) & Maria Candelaria Poyorena (1830-????) 


According to the 1850 U.S. federal census, Casimiro Lassos was born around 1810, in 
Mexico.™ According to his confirmation record, his parents were Juan Lasos and Juana 
Beltran. 


Maria Candelaria Puyorena [sic] was born in 1830 and baptized at La Plaza Church.™ 
Her baptism record identified her parents as Angel Maria Poyorena and Luisa 
Dominguez. Her paternal grandparents were identified as Pedro Poyorena, from Sinaloa, 
Mexico, and Luisa Dominguez, from Loreto, Mexico. Therefore, the lineage of Angel 
Maria Poyorena is eliminated as possessing any California Native American ancestry. 
However, her maternal grandparents were named as Jose Maria Damaso Dominguez and 
Simona Villa, who were living in Los Angeles at the time of her baptism. [For 
continuation of this lineage, see Generation 7.1.] 


In 1844, Casimiro Laso, a soldier, married Candelaria Poyorena, at Mission San 
Gabriel. That marriage record confirmed the bride’s parents as Angel Maria [Poyorena] 
and Luisa Dominguez. They had at least two children—Jose Manuel and Pedro Pablo 
[See Generation 5.2]. Both baptism records indicated that the children were de Razon 
[of reason, meaning not Indian].

1863) 


Jose Casimiro de Alta Valenzuela was born in 1825, to parents Jose Antonio Valenzuela 
and Maria Dominga Alvitre.® Jose Valenzuela married Maria Soledad Duarte in 1851, 
at Mission San Gabriel. That marriage record confirmed the identity of the groom’s 
parents as Jose Antonio Valenzuela and Dominga Alvitre, and the bride’s parents as 
Perfecto [Duarte] and Eugenia Salgado, natives of Loreto [Mexico]. Therefore, the 
lineage of Soledad Duarte is hereby eliminated as possessing any California Indian 
ancestry. 


Jose Casimiro Valenzuela and Maria Soledad Duarte had at least one child—Francisco 
Antonio Valenzuela, born in 1851 (See Generation 5.3).’° Soledad Duarte died in 1863; 
she was identified as a widow at the time of her death.

Quintero [See Generation 5.3], but then married him the following year in 1858.7? That 
matriage record states the groom was a native of Villa del Fuerte, Mexico; therefore, his 
lineage is eliminated as possessing any California Native American ancestry.

[sic, aka Jose Maria Damasio] Dominguez and Maria Simona Villa were married in 
1809, at the Santa Barbara Presidio, in California.*? 


Based on a multitude of several California Mission records, Marie E. Northrop 
ascertained both parents of Jose Maria Damaso (aka Nemesio) Dominguez—namely Jose 
Maria Dominguez (born about 1765) and Maria Marcelina Feliz were from Sinaloa, 
Mexico.* Further, she ascertained that the parents of his wife (Simona Antonia Villa) 
were from Sonora, Mexico, namely, Juan Jose Villa and Maria Paulina Martinez.**
